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DETAILED ACTION 
This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' election filed on April 4, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of the species of Figures 1-10 filed on April 4, 2005, 
claims 1-5, 7, 9-12 and 22 being readable thereon is also acknov^ledged. Claims 6, 8 and 13-21 
are withdrawn fi"om consideration as being directed to a non-elected species. Accordingly, 
claims 1-5, 7, 9-12 and 22 have been examined. 

The restriction requirement relating to the species of Figures 1-10 is still deemed proper 
and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC ^102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Hagerty (Patent 
Number 713,301). 

Regarding claim 22, as shown in Fig. 1 and 2, Hagerty discloses a variable capacity 
rotary compressor including a housing to define first and second compression chambers having 
different capacities therein, the compressor comprising: a rotating shaft (2) to be placed in the 
first and second compression chambers, and a restraining unit (4) outwardly projected fi"om the 
rotating shaft by a centrifugal force when the rotating shaft (2) is rotated to execute a 
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compression operation, restraining eccentric bushes (4) provided in the compressor to prevent 
the eccentric bushes (3) from slipping. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3 . Claims 1 -5, 7, 9- 1 2 and 22 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

The IDS (PTO-1449) filed on March 24, 2004 has been considered. An initialized copy 
is attached hereto.
